London, Feb. 13; — ^In the House of 
Lortls yesterday Lord Rosebery referretl 
to tlie ominous omission from the 
Queen's speech of Uio usuiil reference to 
tho friendship of foreign power.";. He 
ridictiled the fulaome eulogy bi^stowed 
upon' Colonial Secretiiry Ciiuinberlain 
" asnf no previous Hritisli minister over 
did Ins duty." he approved tiie gov- 
ernmeiit's policy in the Transvaal, but 
thruiglitit unfortunate that the new ]ioot 
laureate had been permitted to put)lish 
a glowing eulogy on tho Jameson raid. 
He warned Mr. Ohamberlain, in boast- 
ing of his conduct of the colonial policy, 
not to indulge In puerile reflec- 
tion^ calculated needlessly to irri- 
Ihati tlie foroif,'!! powers. The 
Venozuelu difliciilty, he siiiil, was no 
new one, and tiiey had al' tried their 
hands at it. But now the .ulerventioii 
of the United States oifered a guarantee 
of the permanence of any settlement 
that might be effected. He interpreted 
the referunce in tlie (.Queen's speech to 
mean that some negotiations were pro- 
ceeding between England and America. 
He rejoiced at that announcement, be- 
cause it indicated a w.av out of the difli- 
culty produced liy ].,ord Salisbury's des- 
patch and President Cleveland's mea- 
Hage, and gave promise that the United 
States would see that Venezuela faith- 
fully executed any settlement arrived at. 
Ho welcomed the movement on both 
sides.'of the Atlantic in favor of perman- 
ent arbitration. 

Turning to the suliject of Armenia, 
Lord K(jsebery said that he hojied the 
house, would receive fuller information 
than was contained in the curt, cold al- 
lusion in the tiueeii's speech. Lord 
Salisbury's brave words towards the 
Sultan, ho said, had not been followed 
Ijy brave deeds. The noble Manjuis liad 
been forced to abandon the cause of the 
Armenians. Surely Rome course might 
iiavc lM!en adopted between a crusade 
and apathy. 

The JItfarquis of Salisbun-, the prime 
minister, was received with loud cheers 
as he rose to reply to the criticisms of 
Lord Bosebery. He said: "No sympa- 
thy with the Armenians would justify 
us iji f:icing calamities compared with 
wliieii the Crimean war would sink into 
insigiiilicance." After a feeling refer- 
ence to tho death of TVince Henry of 
Jiattenberg, Lord .Salisbury denied that 
anything had been given aj) in the 
.Siain !i}<roernent with l'>ance. 
Then turning to Armenia, Lord Siilis- 
bury concurred in Lord Jvose- 
bery's views that .-Vnierica's mixture in 
the dispute had conduced to satisfac- 
tory results, more rapidly than if the 
United States had not interfered. Speak- 
ing of tho Venezuela controversy, Lord 
Salisbury, replying to some points made 
in Lord SalisDury's speech, said : " 1 do 
not tiiink that the invoking of tho Mon- 
roe doctrine was controversially quite 
unnecessary for the V. S. Considering 
the position of Venezuela in the Carlb- 
bt an sea, it was no more unnatural that 
the I'. S. should take an interest in it 
than that we should feel an interest in 
lioUaiid and lielgium, and from' that 
point of view 1 trust the negotiations 
will continue. 

" I do not like logo further into a 
(luestion obviously undesirable to state 
in the condition of negotiations al ju'e- 
seiit, liut I have had an increasing belief 
during the past few ueeks, that we 
shall, perhaiis, not till after long nego- 
tiations, tiiul stiine satisfactory settle- 
iiient, aiul all danger of a rupture of re- 
lations between tlie two nations entirely 
removed. (Cheers.) At the same time 
T do not wish the bouse to think that we 
have arrived at any agreement. I think 
we are rightly relying upon the question 
of arbitration. America attaches more 
unrestricted value to the mode of ad- 
justing controversies than has hitherto 
been done here, but I believe that 
means may be found l)y a l ombiniition 
of negotiations with arbitration to brintc 
matters, which are not ditlicult, to a 
settlement. The great obstticle hue lieen 
Venezuela's extravagant claim, ami it 
was not following the customary inter- 
national policy when Venezuela broke 
oir diplomatic relations because it could 
not obtain tho precise limit of territory 
which was desired ; but for that action I 
beiieve the diflBculty would have been 
settled long ago." 

\V ith reference to permanent arbitra- 
tion, tho Prime Minister expressed the 
belief tliat, between the extremes of un- 
restricted arbitration of all subjects, 
which it was imiiossiblo for the two na- 
tions to adopt, and the former practice, 
which perliiips u.sed arbitration too lit- 
tle, a middle way may be found wJiich 
will effectually ciitiiinish the chance of 
conflict. 

■"Now, as to Armenia" — was Lord 
Salisbury's way of taking up t)ie next 
topic of hie speech — " Ixird Koseliery's 
spirited denunciation of the government 
would have been more formidable if 
tliere had been any fouudatiou in 
the Berlin treaty that could be con- 
strued into an underatonding or threat 
to tight Turkey on behalf ofthe Arme- 
nians. He had warned the Sultan of 
what would happen if he ignored the 
opinion of Europe, and he repeated that 
the Stdtan was running very great dan- 
ger by such de/iance, if he relied on the 
European fear of what would happen if 
theTufkiali empire dis;inpeared. He, vras 
inclined to believe that Europe would de- 
lay such a catastrophe as long as ])ossible 
but if the preeent state of things con- 
tinued, its natural couHequeiic(iS could 
not 1)0 indefinitely delayed. J^ord Rose- 
Ijery had accused tho government of in- 
action, but when, in May last, lie him- 
self liad been in power, be did not give 



any sign of resorting to force, if England's 
demands were not conceded." 

Tho remainder of the speech was 
merely a repetition of Lord Salisbury's 
speech to the Xon-conformiBts Unionist 
association. Upon the conclusion of the 
speech, ?hc address was agreed to. 

New Youk, Feb. 12. — The London cor- 
respondent of the Sun gives his impres- 
sion of the opening debate in tlio l^ritish 
parliament in the following cable de- 
spatch toliispaper: " Parliamentnever, 
in my experience, has met with such 
critical circumstance," were the serii us 
words with which Sir William Hareourt, 
the veteran leader of the Liberal party, 
began his speech in reply to the address 
in tho House of Commons to-d.ty. The 
same tone pervaded all speeches on both 
sides and in both houses. It seemed to 
manifest itself even in the dull cere- 
monials with which tlie session opened. 
An air of solemnity and almost ominous 
expectancy pervaded Westminster, 
whicli was in striking contrast 
with the optimistic spirit with 
which parliamentary duties were 
dropjjed six months ago. The Salis- 
bury government then disnaissed 
the legislature with militant and even 
arrogant self-confidence. They faced 
the pco])le'8 representatives to-day with 
excuses, exiilanalions and even confes- 
sions of humiliating failure. They 
faced an indictment appalling in its 
charges of weakness, cowardice and dis- 
honor, brought by the opposition which, 
when parliament last met, was almost 
powerless. It was a spectacle to make 
even Englishmen ashamed when Lord 
Salisbury, in a half-hearted defence of 
his admiinstration, rose in tlie House of 
Lords and exclaimed, " If we have 
failed to save the Armenians, we have 
averted a calamitous European war." 

It was in the House of Commons it- 
self that the government was accused in 
language which will rankle for years in 
the hearts of Englishmen of dishonoring 
England's pledges and obligations. Lord 
Rosebery denounced J/jrd Salisbury's 
denial of British responsibility regard- 
ing Armenia as wholly incorrect. " Such 
a confession of impotence," ho exelaini- 
ed, " as that contained in the hist pub- 
lic sjieecli of Ix)rd Salisbury, it 
has never fallen to the lot 
of another British prime ndnister 
to make.". And he added these stinging 
words: "Is this pence with honor';'" 
There was more sui li language in tho 
House (if Oonimons also which was cal- 
culated to make the blood of the nation 
boil, and the replies from the govern- 
ment ftrere lame and unsatisfactory. The 
debates in both houses w^re confined 
almost exclusively to the grave dis- 
turbances in the country's foreign re- 
lations. 

The leaders of the government, in their 
anxiety to soften as far as possible the 
attacks upon them, brought forward ini- 
liortatit facts which have been held in 
reserve, and which tend to mitigate 
some of the dangers of the situation. 
The dispute with the United States over 
the Venezuelan boundary hada promin- 
ent j)!ace in the debate. The sjieeches 
on this and other subjects speak for 
themselves. I'rom lirst to last they were 
of a character to make plain the 
fact that public opinion on all 
the issues now pending is going to make 
itself felt by the government with 
dominiint power. If it baa been imagin- 
ed for instance, that the Chartered Coin- 
Iiaiiy's connection with Dr. Jameson's 
raitl will by any possibility be obscured 
or ignored, that idea is dispelled by to- 
night's deljate. The stiange friendliness 
of the London press has aroused national 
suB]iicion and has found expression al- 
reatly in the fact that the pending; ses- 
sion of Parliament, instead of being the 
dullest on record, as seemed probable 
six months ago, promises to be of the 
greatest interest to all Christendom.

WILL IN.STST UPON AN INQUIRY. 

Rev. Ralph" W. Trotter to Consult Mayor 
Heaven 'To-Day Regarding tlie Inves- 
tigation of Police AfTatrs. 

Rev. Ralph W. Trotter, whose sensa- 
tional sermons at Calvary church with 
reference to existing oireiices agaiiist 
public morality and the alleged inactiv- 
ity of the police force in connection 
therewith, have been much talked 
about, does not intend that tho 
charges he has preferred from the pulpit 
shall be allowed to drop. He has not 
yet taken advantage of the pro- 
visions of the law appointing 
police commissioners, by which an 
investigation may at any time be had 
into police affairs on a specific complaint 
being tiled and sworn to. In this con- 
nection the report was current yei-ter- 
day that Rev. Mr. Trotter objected to 
this course as he desired to have certain 
acts of the commissioners included in 
the scope of the inquiry. 

"No, I h.ave never said that," Rev. 
Mr. Trotter explained when interviewed 
in the matter yesterday evening, 
" though in one sense it is quite correct. 
I am certainly determined that a thor- 
ough investigation shall be made, and I 
would prefer that it should be before a 
body other than the police commission- 
ers. I would rather have had the inquiry 
conducted by a special committee of the 
city council, and that course may possi- 
bly be pursued yet. I have been press- 
ed for time during the oast few days, 
but my intention is to talk over the mat- 
ter with His Worship Mayor Beaven in 
the morning, when I will definitely de- 
cide in regard to tho procedure to be 
adopted."

A Large Tract Being Opened at the Head of 
This Island— Lands and Works 
Depiirtincnt. 

Till' icjiDr* oi the Ciiief CommisHioner 
01 Lands ami Works lor 18!t5, ju.st out, 
[» not the most iiiteresiing of the series 
issued from tliat department; in fact 
there is little in it except stati.stics of 
the road making and school house build- 
ing operations. Concerning Victoria 
city, it is noted that : 

'"' The work of construction (on the 
parliament buildings; has been carried 
on durint: the past season in a most 
satisfactory manner. The mason's work 
on the central building has been com- 
pleted, tiic roolintr is nearly linished, 
and the work 01 the other trades is well 
advaneeil. The KiiDerstructure of the 
wiiit^s is liein^i rapidly procei^ded with. 
All the buildings will probably be ready 
for occupation next winter. 

" Xei'essary but unimportant repairs 
have been made to the old government 
buildings, the provincial goal, and to 
(iovernment House. 

"The law courts have been roofed 
with galvanized iron by ISlessrs. Perry & 
Turper, contractors, at a cost of $1,075. 
.Some alterations and improvements 
have been made to the buildinRS and 
fittings." 

Surveyor 1] . Burnett presents a report 
on the proptwed construction of a col- 
lonizatinn trail to Rupert Arm, near the 
head of Vancouver Island. This road 
will run Ironi Coal Harbor, on (^uatsino 
sound, to Hardy Bay. AVork was com- 
menced on the "2nd of July last. Two 
miles and a half were constructed 
and will tie passable for a wagon 
after the bridges are built and 
a few obstructions removed. Only 
live bridges of any consequence will 
be required, and these \yill each be about 
fifty feet span. The length of the road 
from"X7ater to water is nine and one- 

• quarter miles. It was found necessary, 
however, to extend it three-quarters of 
a mile further along the west shore of 
Iliirdy Bay, in order to rcacli good water 
and a suitable location for a wlurri. 

The road jtasses through a very good 
■ country most of the way, timbered prin- 

• eipally with hemlock," balsam, siiruco 
and cedar, with patches of heavy cedar 
•in places. The soil generally is a clay 
•loam, and it is estimated 'that there' are 



London, Feb. 12.— In the House of 
CammonB to-day the debate on the ad- 
dress in reply to the CJueen's speech was 
resumed. John Dillon, auti-Parnellite 
Slid he would be surprised if the beg- 
garly reference to Ireland in the spcecli 
did not more lirmly fix in the minds of 
Irishmen the conviction that nothing 
could be obtained from England except 
by violent agitation. Continuing, Mr. 
Dillon contrasted the treatment of Dr. 
.Janieson's fwrce and the treatment a< 
corded to Irish political jirisoners, and 
said ho would Ojipobe iiic additional 
expenditures proposed for the navy 
unless part of the siir])lus was 
devoted to Freland. Mr. Di 
Ion also announced an amendment 
to the address censuring the gov- 
ernment for not jiroposing self-govern- 
ment for Ireland. They were taunted, 
Mr. Dillon continued, with having lost 
control of the Irish Nationalists 
America. Ho regretted the loss ol the 
support they had received from there 
for nniny years, but no English states- 
man, he asserted, who was anxious to 
solve the Irish question, would rejoice 
that the Irish in America had lost faith 
in constitutional agitation. Xot long 
ago. Mr. Dillon further related, there 
was a great deal of talk of British ships 
blowing uj) .American cities. Such lan- 
guage, lie added, had hajipily ceased and 
tlu! Fiiglisli piwiilehad learned that I'resi- 
tlent Cleveland's message was not an 
election dodge, but spoke the voice oi 
the American nation, wliich was not 
afraid to face arbitration, and a war, if 
the English refused arbitration, lint, if 
arbitration v/as to be accorded now, alter 
America had been forced to threaten, it 
would be more decent if Great Jiritaiii 
had accepted arbitration when Secretary 
Olney .sngeested it. He warned the gov- 
ernment, in conclusion, that the Irish 
party would resist to the utmost any 
idea of war between Great Britain and 
the United States. 

Mr. John Kedniond, Parnellite meni- 
l)or for Waterford, combattcd the i\Iar- 
([uis of Salisbury 's declaration t hat lioiiie 
rule was dead, and wanted to know what 
the present attitude of the Liberal head- 
ers was towards home rule. 

Mr. Gerald Balfour, chief secretary (or 
Ireland, during the course of a lengthy 
reply to the Irish leaders, said the atti- 
tude of the govern nient towards home 
rule would lie determined by . what the 
government believed to be the merits of 
the case, and that no considerations of 
difhculties or danger abroad or in the 
colonics would for a moment induce the 
government to depart from the attitude 
they had taken on this question. The 
bouse rose at 5,40 p.m.

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TOO HASTY. 

Tlio oiKiin of the Opposition, with its 
usual haste and want of reflection, con- 
demns tlie bill to provide a fund for edu- 
cational purposes by the sale ot public 
lands. A judgment so hastily formed 
cjinnot be entitled to much respect. It 
miglit have waited until tlie ineasuro had 
been before the public a [e;\ days before 
it pronounced u]ion it so decidedly. The 
bill is an important one, and even the 
ablest of our legislators cannot see at a 
glance bow it will work or the 
results it is likely to produce. 
Our contemporary has so often 
found itself mistaken and bus been 
under the necessity of rcversint,' its 
judgments so frc(|iiently that it niij^lit 
lie supposed it wouhl by this time 
have learned to become diffident of its 
hastily formed opinions and of conclu- 
sions at which it has jumped. 

Land, if we are not mistaken, has been 
reserved in nearly all the provinces for 
educational purposes, and it might be 
wortli wliile to inquire whether such 
reservation and approi)riation has fur- 
thered the cause of education and proved 
benelicial to the people. Knowledge of 
how these grants of land for educa- 
tional purposes have turned out would 
help those who really wish to form an 
intelligent opinion on the Ciovernnient's 
bill, to arrive at a sound and rational 
conclusion. But an incpiiry of this kind 
reipiires both time and thought, and our 
i-ontemporary evidently does not pro- 
pose to be lavish of either the one or the 
other. 

Then it might be supposed that if the 
Times really wished to find out whether 
this plan of disposing of part of the 
public domain i.s advisable " or 
not it would wait to hear what 
the members of the Leuislature 
had to say about the subject pro and 
con before it undertook to advise the 
public with regard to it. But our con- 
temporary evidently believes that it can 
judge rightly on difficult subjects by an 
instinct that it has, and that it is under 
no necessity of hearinu what others have 
to say upon them. 

tt seems to have a sort of preternatural 
skill in divining the motives of those 
whom it opposes and it bases many of 
its conclusions on the knowledge it ac- 
(luiree in this wonderful way. There 
are no doubt sceptics who may i)lace 
little or no faith in our contemporary 's 
skill in lieartsearchingand mind- reading, 
iMil it has a lordly contempt for all such 
unbelievers. Then the Times professes 
to be a prophet. It knows exactly how 
the bill, it it becomes law, will work, 
and what results it will produce. All 
this, loo, witli almost li{^htnin<.' speed. 
'■J'lieie may be people wlio regard witli 
distrust those who profess to he able to 
gain knowledge witliout labor, and who 
speak and write as if they could see the 
hidden workings ot men's minds. We 
must confess that we consider their dis- 
trust well crounded. 



tendency of the Council to disre- 
gard the advice of their profes- 
sional advisers and to treat them 
with scant courtesy is to be dc])lored, 
and is not calculated to work for the 
benefit of the citizens. We, of course, 
speak ot the diflference between Sir. 
Jorgensen and the Mayor as it appears 
on the .surface. There nuiy be more be- 
hind it than we are aware of; but even 
if there ia the city could, in our opinion, 
gain notliii'g by treating the lingineer 
arbitrarily and requiring him to do what 
any man who has a proper degree of 
self-respec^ would either do most un- 
willingly or refuse to do altogether. 

MARTIN THE TALKER. 

The Grits are gmt fellows to talk, 
and Mr. Joseph Martin, M. P., is one of 

the most industrious in this respect. 

During his recent visit to British Colum- 
bia he acquired a smattering of informa- 
tion about the affairs of this ])rovince 
which ho lias been parading in the 
House of Commons — for instance, when 
lately he asked if steps were being taken 
to remove the San PeJro wreck. As is 
well known here, the government a few 
months before jVIr. Martin favored Brit- 
ish Colunrbia with a visit notified the 
owners that unless the wreck wero re 
moved within a limited i)eriod, the gov- 
ernment would take steps to clear it 
away at the owners' expense. And 
keeping its word, the government is 
now advertising for tenders for the 
woi-k . 

The Times, dishonestly but for poll 
tical advantage, says this action is (iu( 
to Mr. Martin's (pu'stion I and refers to 
him as "Victoria's third member.' 
While the member for Winnipeg is talk 
ing the members for Victoria are work 
ing, and the interests of this city are not 
served by belittling them or the results 
of their eflbrts in the departments and 
in the tlouse. 



HARD LIMES. 



It dues -ecin as if the Mayor were 
acting rather arbitrarily with Mr. Jor- 
genscn. To order a man in his position 
to sign a letter which he bad not written, 
and of the (-ontents of which he niighl 
not ap|)ri)ve, ami then to iiuiiish hiui 
with loss of liis ixisiliou for his non- 
compliance, seems to us rather liard. 

There was anollier way open to llii' 
iMayor, and we cannot understand wliy 
he did not take it. He might j j^^^ 
have signified to the Engineer 
that the City Council hatl arrived 
at such and such conclusions with re- 
gard to the contract and inBtrucied him 
to advise the contractors of their deci 
sion. Tlie cnirinecr coulil have carried 
out the Mayor's instructions to the let- 
ter without loss of self-respect. He cer 
tainly could have no objection to ao,' 
quaint the contractors with the fact that 
the'Mayor and Council required them to 
do certain things and act in a certain 
way with respect to their employes, 
whether be thought the requirements of 
the Council right or wrong, just or un- 
just. This is very different indeed from 
ordering the engineer to put himself in 
the place of the Mayor and Council and 
to adopt their conclusions iis if tiiey 
were his own. 

Mr. Jorgensen naturally iuis his own 
opinions as to what ought and what 
ought not to be required of the contrac- 
tors, and he being a professional man 
who had superintended the work from 
the firsthand presumably an honest man, 
it is only reasonable to conclude that 
hilfopinion alxint such matters is sounder 
and more reasonable than that of the 
majority of the City Council, whoneces- 
Si\riiy know very little about them. The

We iiave received a coj)y of tlie sjieech 
delivered by the Hon. T. Mayne Daly in 
the debate on tiie address. The si)eech 
is forcible and well reasoned. INIr. Daly, 
as might be e.Kpected, discusses the 
Manitoba school question fully. He 
shows that he understands the subject 
thoroughly, and is well jiosted in all the 
facts connected with it. lie directed 
the attention of the House to one of 
these facts whicli is not gener- 
ally known, and which clearly 
proves that the indignation of 
the Manitoba Government and Legisla- 
ture at the peremptory tone and the im- 
perious language of the remedial order 
was assumed for a jmrpose. INIr. Daly 
showed that the Manitoba Governiiieiit 
had made u]) their minds as to the course 
they would pursue after the decision of 
the Privy Council was published and be- 
fore it was acted upon by the Dominion 
Government. 

In February, 189.5, prior to the reme- 
dial order and prior to the Manitolja 
Government having received that reme- 
dial order, Mr. Fisher moved a resolu- 
tion in the ^Manitoba Legislative Assem- 
bly of which the following is the con- 
cluding i)aragraph: 

Vnd having regartl to the suggestions 
of tlie triijunal referred to (the .ludicial 
Committee of tlie I'rivy Council) that all 
legitinuite ground of comiilainl would be 
removed if the i)reseiit system was sup- 
l)lemented by jirovisidiis which would 
remove the grievances on which the aji- 
peal is founded, and were iiiodilied so 
far as might be neccsaiiry to give effect to 
those i^rovisions without a rep(;al of the 
jiresent law, this Mouse is ready to con- 
sider the grievances referred to with a 
view to providing reasonable relief while 
maintaining as far as jiossible consistent 
with that object the principles of the 
present .Vet in their general application. 

Here was a resolution moved by a 
member of the Manitoba Legislature, 
aud couched in language studiously 
moderate and formal, which proposed 
that the remedy suggested by the Privy 
Council be applied by tin! Manitobana 
themselves. There was no ordering, no 
coercion, nothing but a suggest ion that 
the Manitoba Legislature would, of its 
own motion, provide a remedy for the 
grievance of which the minority com- 
jdained. Did the Government of Mani- 
toba and the majority of the L^islature 
accept this suggestion so modestly 
and so irioU'ensively made? They did 
not. Thi'v rejected the suggestion made 
of themselves, as curtly, as 
promptly and as un(|ualiliedl y as they 
ilid the remedial order of which Hueb 
bitter complaints were afterwards made 
both by the members of the Manitoba 
majority and their friends in the other 
provinces. The amendment moved by 
Mr. Sifton, the attorney general, con- 
cludes witli the following sentences : 

That an interference by the federal 
authority with tlie educational policy of 
the province is contrary to the recog- 
nized principles of provincial auton- 
omy. That this House will, bv 
all constitutional means and to 
the utmost extent of its power, 
resist any steps that may be taken to at- 
tack the school svstem established bv 
the Public Schools act of 1890, which is 
believed to be conceived and adminis- 
tered in the highest and best interests 
of the whole population of Manitoba. 

This direct and unqualified refusal to 
come to a settlement with the minority, 
it must not be forgotten, was made by 
the Manitoba Legislature long before the 
remedial order was drawn up. What 
sincerity, then, or what truth was there in 
the statement so often made by Mr. 
Laurier and other Grits that the 
refusal ot the Manitoba Govern- 
ment to settle the question amicably 
was owing chiefly to the dicta- 
torial language of the remedial 



order? The talk about the imperious 
terms of that order and tliC oflensive at- 
titude assumed by the Dominion Gov- 
ernment was simply resorted to to pre- 
judice the minds of the people of the 
Dominion against that Government, and 
Mr. Laurier'a recoiiimeiulatioii of " tl:e 
sunny ways of diplomacy " was part of 
the policy of hypocrisy, lioublc-dealing 
and insincerity by which the Grits 
hoped and expected, by setting creed 
against creed and race against race, to 
accomplish their object.

Mr. Rogers presented a petition from 
ftroperty holders in Vancouver, repre- 
sentinfj thre^i niillioa dollars, in favor of 
traction oiijzines on the Cariboo road.

RoGKRs introduced a bill to in- 
corporate the LiUooet, I'raser River and 
Cariboo Gold Fields, Limited. Read a 
'first time. 

.ll'DOE FOR V.V.VCOUVKU. 

Mit. Williams moved: " Whereas this 
legislature on the 30th dayof March, 1894, 
by resolution expressed an opinion that it 
was highly desirable and necessary that 
one of the" Supremo court judges should 
reside in Vancouver judicial district and 
that the Dominion govevnnieiit should 
be uriied to dii-cct, in case another Su- 
pi-eme court judszo should lju appointed, 
tliat he sliijiild bo appointed lo resiile in 
Vancouver judiiual district; and whereas 
this legislature at its session of ISlt-l-f) 
passed a resolution that the government 
should introduce legislation lor the juir- 
pose of enforcing tlie residence of a Su- 
preme court judge at \'aiu:ouver I'ily; 
and whereas in complianuo with the last 
recited resolution legislation was intro- 
duced and passed; and whereas doubts 
exist as to the eflicacy of such legisla- 
tion : and whereas a vacancy now eKists 
in the judiciary of the Supreme courtof 
this nroviiu'C ; "and whereas it is desir- 
able 'that the judge to be appointed to 
fill such vacancy .shuuld be requiied 
to reside at tlie city of Vancou- 
ver: Tlierefore be it rusolved, That 
this government urge upon the Dominion 
government the desire of this legislature 
that the judge to be ai)pointe<l to till the 
vacancy in the judiciary of the Supreme 
court of this province sbonltl be com- 
pelled to reside at the city of Vancouver 
or in tlie immediate neighborhood 
thereof." 

Hon. Mil. Eiikrts asked what basis 
there ia for the statement in this resolu- 
tion that "doubts ' exist as to the effi- 
cacy" of previous legislation on tiiis 
matter. 

Mr. Williams said it was expressed 
when the matter was before this house 
last vear, the then Attorney-General 
.stating tliat it was very di)ubtful whether 
legislation for enforcing the residence of 
a judge at any jiarticular place would be 
effective; and certainly tlierv have i)een 
no results from the legislation of last 
vear. 

Hon. Mn. Tuuniok could not supjiort 
the resolution, which in fact he conaid- 
ered rather childish, esi.ecially as the 
mover had pointed out chat no results 
have followed similar action taken by 
the house last year. Apart from that, 
however, the Supreme court must have 
a central place — a head otiice, which is 
now in Victoria. It seemed to him 
wrong altogether to say to a judge that 
he must live in this or that town. Even- 
tuallv, on tliis principle, there would 
have' to bo a jnilge for every town in the 
province. He thought the resolution a 
mischievous one which should be voted 
down— that was his own personal feel- 
ing, at aiiv rate. 

Mr. Skmi.in endorsed the principle of 
the resohition. 

;\lii. Kitchen said that the remarks 
made by the Premier just now were go- 
ing back on the whole principle of the 
government in this respect. 

Mk. Kkllib moved in amendment to 
substitute " West Kootenay " for " Van- 
couver " in the resolution. He showed 
that there is already one Supreme court 
judge residing in the neighborhood of 
Vancouver, while there is none at all in 
West Kootenay, where the matters com- 
ing before the "courts are quite as impor- 
tant and urgent as at Vancouver. 

Dr. Walkem and Mr. Hull' spoke 
against the resolution. 

'Mu. Hklmckkx spoke against making 
it compulaorv for a Sunrenie court judge 
to reside at a"ny place other than the 
judicial centre of the province. He 
pointed out, too, that the Su|)rejne court 
judge lor Westminster district actually 
resides at Vancouver, while the County 
court judge at Westminster has been sit- 
ting on appeal and otherwise acting as a 
Supreme court judge. It is expected 
that there will be an appointment uKule 
very shortly to fill the vacancy on the 
Supreme court bench, and if the choice 
of the government at Ottawa does not 
fall upon the mover of this resolution no 
doubt tbev will select some other gen- 
tleman irnin tho .Vainlaml. ft would, 
however, be contrary to tbe dignity of 
this houi^e lo entertain a resolution com- 
pelling the judge to reside in any partic- 
ular place. 

.Mi:. Cotton expressed regret at Llie 
remarks of the Premier, which he said 
iip could only ascribe to ignorance of 
the necessities of tlie case, Mr. Helmc- 
ken, too, was evidently ignorant of the 
fact that though Mr. Justice .MyCreight 
does reside at Vancouvari since the erec- 
tion of a separate judicial district at 
Vancouver he has declined to take work 
outside of Westminster distnct; 

HON. MK.PboLET'eaid t^js .statement 
by Mr. Cotton presentetl a now diffi- 
culty, for if the new judge, like Mr. J us- 
tice McCreight, refused to take workout- 
side his own district what would the 
province come to? He saw in the press 
that a certain gentleman now residing 
in Westminster is about to be appointeil 
a judge ; he can take the tramcar every 
morning and get into Vancouver witli 
the greatest convenience, and he would 
like to know why-tbat-gentleniaii should 
be compelled to move his residence to 
Vancouver. 

Major Mottkb asked the mover of the 
resoluti(Sn if in any 9ther partof Canada, 
or elsewhere, the Sjiipreme court judges 
are compelled to reside at* any place 
other than the capital. 

Mr. Hu.nter wanted to know upon 
what principle of justice a judge should

Frof. Cox i^hotographed the 
Bones uf His 'Hand. 



Some Bemarkable Disclosnres Whose 
Ultimate Uatcome It Is Dlffl- 
cnlt to Realize. 



(From the Montreal Star, Feb. 5.) 

.Sidney Smith once exjiressed the wish 
that he might take ctl' his llesh aud .sit in 
hi.s bones. If he had lived in this day, in- 
.stead of a century ago, he might at least 
have had the pleasure of seeing his bones 
aH he was accustomed to wear thcni, and 
without, the covering of llesh which the rev- 
erend gentlemou so deprecated on a hot 
summer's day. 

A demonstration of this feat was given 
yoKterday afternoon by Trof. Cox in the lec- 
ture room of the McDonald Physics liuiUl- 
ing, JlcGill University. The recent won- 
derful discoveries in i)hotoi;rai>liy whieli 
have been brought to liKht by J'rof. Ilont- 
nen.of the Wurzburg University, Vienna, 
and wliich within the past two weeliB have, 
attracted tb^ attention of the scientilic 
world, was the basis upon which Prof. Cox 
conducted his experiments. I'rof. lUnitgen 
has deiiioMstrated lieyond all doubt that 
t<ubstances such as wood, leather and hu- 
man llesli, wliieli bud hitherto been eoiifiid- 
ered imperviouH to liKht, were in reality 
tran.sparent under certain condition.s. It 
wa.s found in a iSeries of exijeriiueiits that 
the learned professor was able to phnto- 
graph through and beyond these sub- 
stances, lie succeeded in pliotO};rai>hin^; 
coins inside of purses, coin.s and other j)ieces 
of metal inside of clo.sed boxe.-^, etc. 

In his experiments yesterday afternoon 
I'rof. Cox followed the general working 
plan which had been resorted to in the dif- 
ferent portion.s of the world where these uU- 
absorbmi^ researches have been conducted. 
The small party that witnessed this really 
tirst successful demonstration of the new 
art in Canada were ushered into the lecture 
room of the Physics buildiin,'. On the rij^lit 
as one entered "was a Ion;;, shUe-to)>ped 
table. On this wore placed cbizens of curi- 
ous-looking glass iustruments. which re- 
minded one for all tl^e world of u glass- 
blowers' convention.' This, however, was 
only to the unsophisticated eye. These 
glass instruments, toe jirofcssor informed 
his auilitors, were Crooke and Oeissier 
tubes, and it was to these that the newly- 
fouiul branch of science owed its birth. 
These tubes were all shapes and sizes. 
Some were in strings like a bi^ glass neck- 
lace, the connecting parts lieing wire. At 
each eiui were means of connecting the 
electric currejit. Some again were round, 
with the exception of that portion which 
had been blown intb convenient form to lit 
on to a wooden stand. There were others 
which were oblong in sliape, and not un- 
like an ordinary straight lamp chimney, 
with the top and bottom closed up anil 
rounded off. There was of course means of 
eoiini-'ctiiig the positive and negative elec- 
tric poles in all tliese ditlerent styles of 
tidies, and it is in lliese that th(> ciirious 
light, which has sueli wonderful elV.-ct, ori- 
ginates. The tubes are all to a certain de- 
gree vacuums. Some contain quite a large 
proportion of air, while others have barely 
any at all. 

In the eentre of the table was a large in- 
dui'tion coil .and connected with this was 
,111 electric battery. This machine. Prof. 
Cox exiilained, was capable of fully 100,- 
OiKl volts, and though of high jiotential 
jiower, the iiuantit}" was limited. .So it was 
not so (langennis as it would first appear. 
The pnifessor explained that he was nut at 
all sure bow the exiierinienl would turn 
out. "These tubes," he said, " were sent 
out from (iermany with no such pur})ose in 
view, and whether thoy are fitted to the 
work or not !■ am unable to say." He wen t 
on to say that the wdiole affair was so much 
a luystery and the forces which were there 
wore .so little known, that it was next to 
imiio:<sible to arrive at any conclusion as to 
what particular apjiaratus was bust suited 
to tho Work. 

"The very nature of the force is un- 
known," he continiu'd. "Whether it is a 
newly diseovered light or a power derived 
from' the light, to which tlie world has 
hitherto been a stranger, 1 am unable to 
say." . 

At this point be connected the induction 

coil with two very slender copper wires, 
and proceeded to attach them to each end 
of a Crooke tube. The tube was one which 
Professor Cox had before e.xjierinicnted on 
with .some degree of success. It was jiossi- 
bly an inch and a half in diameter anil 
eight inches long. It was jiretty well worn, 
the professor explained, and it looked it, 
too, for it lacked the brightness which the 
otliers bad, the glass resenilding that of an 
ineandescept glohc in its last stages of use- 
fulness. 

With the -cheery' assurance' of "If that 
doesn't work we will get another one," the 
Professor produced a plate holder from an 
ordinary camera, 'fhis contained a Stan- 
ley dry jilate (sensitomeler, No. .50), and 
was (iJi by H';; ini-lies. This lie placed 
against a lieavy block of wood in order to 
steady it, and niioii t he mabogaiiy box con- 
taining the jilate he laid his hand in a 
vertical position. On the talde, directly 
opposite and some eight inches away from 
his haiid was the Crooke tube. Wlien all 
was ready and the Professor in a com- 
fortable position, for tho experiment vras to 
Inst twenty minutes, and he dare not move 
his hand in that time, i\lr. Pitcher, tho 
demonstrator, turned on the current and 
the lights began to lla.sh. 

Tlie light wliich came from the tube was' 
not a strong one and neither did it secni 
penetrating. It is wlialis known in science 
as a /lorcscing light. It was a grceiiiHh- 
blue in color and it came and went in a 
ipiiek sensitive flutter. .After a few 
moments the professor concluded that a 
change of tubes would perhaps be better, 
anil a Geissier tube or twice the size, 
thougliltliesarae general shape as thcCrooke 
tube, was substituted. This one contained 
a painted mica disk, set at right angles in 
the tube. 

Tliis, however, tho professor explained 
merely happonea to be there for use in 



etherexjierimenlsand had no bearing upon 
the present general results. The light of 
this tube was siiuilar to the first one with 
the exception that it was several times 
brighter. The general characteristics, bow- 
ever, remained the same. 

The twenty minutes which intervened 
before Professor Cox could take his hand 
from in front of the lamp, and when the 
small audience shouhl know whether tne 
experiment was a success, was consumed in 
various experiments with electricity. lAght 
or darkness from sources other than the 
(leissier tube has no ellect 11)1011 this novel 
photograpliy. It can be done as well in 
the sunlight as in the dark. The onlv thing 
sensitive to light in the whole arrangement 
was the dry jjlate and as that was enclosed 
in a solid mahogany box under the pro- 
fessor's hand there was little danger of 
that. 

At the end of that time which Professor 
t^ox had set. the current was turned off 
and he ilisapjieared into the dark room to 
develop the iilate. Tliis was done by giv- 
ing it an ordinary eheiineal bath su.-;li as 
photographers u'se. When the professor 
again appeared in view, idate in hand, there 
was a glint of satisfaction beliind those 
gold-rimmcd spectacles which told instant- 
ly that the experiment hud proved success- 
ful. 

There it was— -a skeleton hand. The 
tlesh had disappeared as if by magic, and 
the bones of Professor Cox's hand stood out 
as if they had never known such a thing as 
llesh and muscle. The Professor looked for 
the first time upon the bone formation of 
his own right hand. The knuckle joints, 
the bones down the centre of the hand, and 
the tapering skeleton lingers were tliere, 
without a semblance of llesli. It might 
well have been a treasured keepsake of a 
medical student, but one could hardly 
credit that it was the property of a very 
much alive professor of JIcGill. 

A curious feature of this photography is 
that the jiicturcs are positive instead of 
negative. This was the third picture wliicli 
Professor Cox has taken in this nianner, 
and it was by Car the best of the three, and 
h(; has every. reason to feel satisfied with 
the experiment. lie bad no hesitancy in 
saying that he expected 110 trouble' in 
photograiihing through an inch board, or, 
perhaps, a thicker one. He will coiitinu<! 
the experiments, and lio])os to be able to 
put them to practical use in surgery. Al- 
ready he has had calls from the diiferent 
hospitals to try the process upon patients 
wdio are sull'ering with diseases which 
affect the bones, aud which the physicians 
are unable to locate correctly witii the pre- 
sent means at their disposal".

An Unsatisfactory Endiiig: of the In- 
vestigation of the Campbell 
Charges. 



The Committee Will Keport to the 
Council— Last Night's Lively 
Debate. 



The inquiry instituted by tlie iiri; war- 
dens, nt the direction of the city coun- 
cil, into certain charj;es of inetFunency 
])referred against Cliief Doasy oi tlie tire 
department by one " G. Campbelle," 
came to an impotent and unsatisfactory 
conclueion last evening, after an liour or 
more had been occupied in aiiiniatcHl de- 
bate as to the ))rocedure to be adoi)ted. 
Twenty-eight snniuioned or vobmtary 
witnesses were in attendance, and it was 
in rcganl to the payment o£ some of 
these that tlic trouble first arose— al- 
thungh the rock upon which the com- 
mittee split iinallv was of a very di/- 
fierent cluiracter. 

Wiien the coaunittee held their first 
meeting, Mr. Stephen Graham Camp- 
bell, formerly of the firm of Diaher it 
Campbell, appeared as the complainant 
and identified as his the signature at- 
tached to the letter upon which the 
board of aldermen had decided to hold 
the investigation. He eaid that he was 
readv to substantiate his several charges, 
but that his witnesses would not 
attend unless formally summoned. His 
Worship the Mayor accordingly issued 
the Bummonses and at the second sitting 
of the committee their room was scarcely 
large enough to accommodate the crowd 
of witnesses. Then the point of resnon- 
sibilitv arose, the lire wardens explain- 
ing that the city had no money to waste 
in feeing witnesses. Jlr. Campbell said 
that he was in a iiosition to pay such of 
his witnesses as demanded a fee in the 
event oi his allegations being found dis- 
proved, and he then stated directly and 
in reply to a ([uestion by one of the board 
that h'e was both a ratepayer and 
property owner of the city. He was not 
asked at this second meeting to produce 
his title deeds ; nor yet was ho required 
to swear to the information over the 
signature of " G. Campbelle" which 
formed the basis of the in(iuiry. Two 
witnesses were at this meeting examin 
ed, Mr. Campbell appearing in the 
capacity of prosecutor. 

When the committee met again yes- 
terilay evening to continue the inqttinr, 
Aid. Partridge again referred to Mr, 
Campbell's status in the case, and an- 
nounced that lie would like to have ])root 
of tluit gentleman's possession of city 
projierty. If Mr. Campbell would pro- 
duce the deeds, he would, he said, be in 
favor of continuing the iuijuiry; ifnijl, 
he would move to proceed no further. 
He was willing to pay for a hack, hire a 
messenger boy or send a police ofiicer to 
bring the deeds, if Mr. Campbell wouK' 
only produce them. 

" Well, I will not produce them now,' 
was that gentleman's reply. " If you 
had asked for my deeds when the sub- 
ject came up at the last meeting you 
could have had them. I don't see the 
necessity of doing so now. I have my 
sixteen witnesses here to prove the 
charges, and lam ready to])roceed. Tlie 
whole trouble is that I can i)rove too 
much, and some of you, higher than the 
chief of the lire department, are gelling 
nervous and want to get away from the 
subject. I'm ready now to go on with 
the ini|uiry ; my deeds have nothing to 
do with the case." 

But Aid. Partridge insisted that the 
documents in question were necessary. 
He did not feel called upon as a lire 
warden, he said, to investigate the state- 
ments any Tom, Dick or Harry who 
came along might choose to put forward. 
Hia time was valuable whether or not 
Mr. Oamnbell's was. 

As to his qualification as a ratepayer, 
Mr. Campbell jiroduced a copy of ilic 
the name " S. Ci. Campbell " therein ap^ 
voters' list for mayor, and jjoiiited ti 
Iiearing. 

"If you care to call Mr. Ledinghaii 
to the stand," he observed, "he wil 
prove to you that 1 am S. U. Campbell.' 

" This complaint is signed ' G. Camp 
belle," ' Chief Deasy put in at this junc- 
ture, " so I'm glad to hear you say what 
your name is. I am going to hold you 
responsible for anytliing libellous and 
slanderous you may say." 

"Fire away," was Mr. Caiiii)bell',s ro 
joinder. " 1 guess you know me well 
enough. You will before we are through 
with this thing, at any rate. I'm ready 
to proceed with my witnesses" — this 
latter remark being addressed to the 
chairman, Aid. Wilson. 

But Aid. Partridge was not yet satis, 
tied, and a sharp and acrimonious debate 
lollowed, in which Aid. Glover and City 
Solicitor Mason also took their share, 
Mr. Campbell being particularly offen- 
sive in his expressions of want of con- 
fidence in Mr. Mason's legal attain- 
ments. Finally having readied a dead- 
lock the three firewardens with the city 
solicitor retired for a consultation while 
the assembled ^Yitnesse^ and officials 
anxiously awaited the outcome. 

Having again taken his seat at the 
head of the hoard. Aid. Wifson an- 
nounced the ruling. It had been deter- 
mined, he said, to proceed with tli<3 in- 
<piiry, but to include Jlr. Cain)>bell as 
a witnes.s himself. The firewardens 
would conduct the examination of wit- 
nesses and Mr. Campbell would be per- 
mitted to remain in the room, the 
right of cross-examination being also ex- 
tended to him as well as to CWef Dsasy. 
Would Mr. Campbell please be sworn? 

Mr. Campbell would not. He might 
take the box later, he said, but he did 
not propose to conduct his case in t' ■ 
manner outlined. He again assc 
that lie was ready to prove every • >rted 
lie had brought forward, and i' ^-^hai-ge 
that the committee we -"'iniated 
too anxious to prevent tli;. "T** only 
tioji proceeding. If they '*J"™'^"ga-| 
.. . , Vanted to 



proceed as they had started out, well and 
good— he would, call his next witness; if 
not, he would take the,, case, into the 
courts. . „ 

Aid. Wilson explained that the fire 
wardens had a little to say in regard to 
the method of procedure, and while they 
were desirous of allowing Mr. Campbell 
every latitude he had shown that, allow- 
ed his own way, lie would keep the in- 
quirv onen for perhaps six months and 
then show nothing. As a matter of coin- 
[iromise he proposed that if ' Mr. 
Campbell would complete the formality 
that had been overlooked at the open- 
ing of the inquiry — make oath to his in- 
formation and complaint — lie need not 
take the staml until the other witnesses 
summoned in support of the charges had 
been lieard. 

This Mr. Campbell also declined to do, 
although Chief Deasy voluntarily oll'ered 
to swear that each and every one of the 
charges were false. The committee tlien 
decided that it was useless to proceed 
further, and adjourned with the inten- 
tion of rejiortiiig to the council. 

Mr. Campbell intimates that he will 
now ask the council to apiioint a si)e(!ial 
cdiniiiittei- to investigate his cliarges, 
and failing to ^et such a comiuiltee that 
he will ajijily to tlie Supreme court — 
thougii in what form his action will be 
instituted lie does not say.

1 would also ask that the 
pupils of tlie foiirtli division of the High 
school be allowed to attend during that 
(inu^ witliiiul the payment of any fee." 
Thi^ was also liled, 

.Mr. I). Dallas of the llnck l!ay scluinl 
wriitc renewing his a])plication tor an in- 
crease in salary of ^ilOamontli. Keqiiests 
for increases in salary were received from 
Miss .S. KcriiuHle. of tlie Victoria West 
school and John. S. Stephenson, fourth divi- 
sion Victoria West school. Miss Kermode 
pointed out that while her salary was 
reduced to •'fTOO, teachers in the 
same positions in other schools received 
$800; while Mr. Stephenson pointed out 
that he was cut down to $15 a month, other 
tcaclicrs in tlie same grade Tcceiviiig ?55. 
Mr. L. Tail, priiiciiial of the Victoria West 
school, endorsed these letters. 

The communications were referred to a 
committee comiidsoil of 'fnisti'cs Jlrs.

3. 'fliat should the" proposed reduction 
take etfect, the salaries in Victoria would 
be far helow those paid in any other city or 
town of tlie province. 

I. And hirlher we would respectfully 
direct the attention of the board to the esti- 
mates asked liv the trusteen of Vancouver 
for the current'year. viz.. tifty-two thousand 
and eighty-live dollars uncontrolloble, and 
seveiily thousand dollars for necessary 
liiiildii'ig repairs and addilions. 

That should salaries he placed on the 
proiKjsed basis, such action must of nei'u.^- 
,sitv result in the loss to the profession of 
its'liest tcaclier.-i, and tlie consetpieiit lower- 
ing of llie status of the schools. 

II, 'f hat there are open to the board other 
avenues of retrenchment not attended with 
such serious consequences to the cause 
of education.

He felt some- 
what like Mr. Belyea, that there were in- 
accuracies in the letter and it did not do 
credit to those who formulated the letter.
